It is estimated that nearly 15,000 
perso ns in Philadelphia alo ne are suf 
fering with the disease w hich.has 
been particularly fatal to the very o ld 
and the very yo ung. 
Attendance at all public scho o ls ha3 
been greatly reduced and In several 
sectio ns o f the state scho o ls and co l­ 
leges have been fo rced to clo se. Fac­ 
to ries, department sto res and o ther 
business ho uses have also been 
fected by the epidemic and in tnanv 
instances the number 
o f emplo yes 
o bliged to remain at ho me has been 
so m a t as to serio usly curtail o pera­ 
tio ns.

Delaware, Dec. 24.—Christmas gifts 
for Ohio Wesleyan university, con­ 
sisting of many rare

manuscripts, paprys 
rolls and clay 
tablets from ancient Babylon, were 
announced today by university author­ 
ities here 
The collection is the gift 
of Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, president 
of Armour Institute, Chicago, and an 
alumnus of Ohio Wesleyan. A few of 
the m anuscripts have been brought 
to this country since the beginning of 
war, and were bought from disting­ 
uished families of Germany ami Po­ 
land whose libraries have been brok­ 
en up under 
pressure 
of financial 
needs of the war, it was said. 
The oldest specimens in the collec­ 
tion are 25 Babylonian tablets, rang- 
iug in date or origin from oOO to 2409
